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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claim 5, the phrase "or the like" in line 8 5 renders the claim(s) indefinite 
because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the 
like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim 5 is indefinite because the phrase in the second to last line referring to the 
reinforcing means as providing a stepped portion is repetitious of the previous reference to "an 
annular stepped portion" in line 6. The claim's scope can't be determined because it can't be 
determined if the stepped portion formed by the reinforcing means on the circumferential wall is 
the same as the annular stepped portion near the upper open end. Claim 6 further adds to the 
confusion of whether "a stepped portion", mentioned in line 2 is the same as the stepped portion 
on the circumferential wall mentioned in the last two lines of claim 5. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "said subsidiary strip" in the last two lines. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Edwards ('305). 
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Edwards discloses in Fig. 7-10 embodiments of a molded plastic cup with fins or ribs, the 
cup acts as a heat insulating food container with a molded plastic container body having a bottom 
wall, a circumferential wall integrally coupled to a periphery of the bottom wall and upwardly 
extending therefrom for defining an inner space and an upper open end, vertical ribs 40c' and 
40d' and downwardly facing subsidiary ribs 40c and 40d to have a double layered annular 
portion and a stepped portion above uppermost ribs 40c and 40d. The ribs 40c and 40d also form 
stepped portions and provide reinforcement for the circumferential side wall. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



Edwards discloses the invention except for the reinforcing means being positioned at a 
height of up to 50-70 % from the bottom wall, the t less than or equal to T and T less than or 
equal to 4t relationship and the polypropylene resin material. The ribs 40c and 40d are close to 
the range specified. It would have been obvious to position the ribs in this range as a matter of 
design choice to strengthen a vulnerable area of the side wall. It would have been obvious 
design choice to select wall thickness (t) and vertical rib width (T) to have the relationship 
specified above in order to optimize the container design by minimizing the usage of material 
while maximizing wall strength. It would have been obvious to use the specific polypropylene 



Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Edwards 
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resin in order to provide an easily injection moldable material which will result in a strong and 
stable end product.
